The newly discoversed cave i# in the
Maunadua district on this Tsland, and
1% located pear the const and about
hiadt way between Koko Head and Ma-
kapuu point. “Plotured Rooks” were
found inside the cave, and at Profes-
sor Alexander's suggestion, Dr. Care
michael and his party will make an-
ather visit 1o the cave to study the
«haracters inseribed there for the pur-
pose of ascertalning if they are simi-
lar to the pletured ledges of Kaual
and elsewhere

Dr. Carmichae! has beog scientifioal-
Iy inclined since his arrival o Hono-
ulu and proposes 10 make the closest
study of his discovery. Professor Alex.
ander ls positive that the existence
of the cave In the Koko Head country
has never been known to historians.

A short time ago a pamty consisting
of B. F. Dilllugham, Governor A, 8,
Cleghorn, Major Curtis P, Inukea and
Colonel Whyte of Seattle, were riding
wer the plains, back some five or six
miles from Wainlua, when they eame
to s natural bridge, crossing two rav-
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ines. On beyond, one or two hundred
yards, was found a large stone, and
near by three large holes.

ther on were the indelible marks of
on anciant elty

This Is known to have besn the
stamping ground of Kokoa, the Cannl-
bl chef, He was widely Kknown
throughout Oalm as Kalo Alkanaka.
The stone, where he executed his vie-
tims and the holes in the earth, were
the ovens in which thelr bodies were
cremated.

The late king Ralakaua in his “Leg-
ends and Myths of Hawall,” has this
to say of the Cannlbal chlef and his
st leient

“It may be assumed that near the
close of the seventeenth cenury, Kalo
Alkanaka, the chiaf of the cannibals
of Halemanu, and his people landed
at Walalua, Oahu, They came from
Kauwal where they had been living for
the previous ten years or so, They
are sald to have come to Kaual from
oue of the Southern 1slands, which
our tradition does not mentlon, in
double canoes, and as they were in a
starving condition, it was thought that
they had been blown thither by ad-
verse winds while journeying to some
other Islands. They lived at first on
land mear the foot of the mountains
back of Walmea, then in a secluded
vaiey in the mountains of Haupu.
Kalo Alkanaka was of chiefly propor-
tions, and hls muscular limbs were
tattooed with rude representations of
birds, sharks, and other flshes. His
features were rather of the Papunn
cast. Hls people were somewhat dark-
er than the Kaualans; they were ox-
pert flshermen and swimmers."

The execution stone used by the
Cannibal ¢hie! was exceedingly inter-
esting 1o the members of Mr, Dilling-
ham's party, The descriptions were
very similar 1o that of Gllbert Farqu-
bar Mathison, who made a visit to the
stone in the year 1822, and has this
to say about it: “I had expected to
find & monument of great magnitude,
instead of which 1 saw nothing but
a flat stone, resembling an English
tomb-stone, about five feet broad by
six or seven feot in length. The sur-
face was very amooth and upon it I
discovered many rude representations
of men and animals, similar to those
which have from time to time been
met with and described among the
Indians of Amerion. Many were de-
faced, and in others 1 could trace no
resemblance to any known objects,
oither animate or Inanimate; the
wtone itself was very imperfect, pleces
of it having been broken off on differ-
ont sldes, which 1 learnt from the
guide had been done by nelghboring
inhabitants, in order to convert the
materials into knives, mirrors, pots,
wnd other domestic utenslls, which
were always fabricated from stones in
former times, previous to the intro-
duction of iron by forelgn trades”

The drawings at Honaunau, Kona,
Huwali, and at Keoniloa beach, Koloa,
Kauad, have been written about con-
slderably. They are perhaps the most
famous in the group.

M. Rivera are tle commissioners now
in the city. They martsd from Maniin
with the other members . but were do-
talned in Yokohama on acoount of the
slokness of the Goneral General Dios
Is an ald saldier and bas been Agulnal-
do's companion throughout several
revolutions. He is a thorough Fllipino,
has never been outside of his native
country and spodks his native tongue
ouly, Mr. Rivera s the secretary of
the commission. He is 26 years of age
and s an interesting conversational
He was educated in the English schoois
of Hongkong and has boen nterested
in Aguinaldo’s secrets and intrigues
from his boyhood days

Mr. Rivera talked guke freeiy to the
Advertiser last evening

“Aguinaldo’s second proclamation,”
sald he, “which he fssued to his people
shortly afier the departure of our com-
mission from Manile, called for elthor
death or iwdependence. Our Congress,
which s In sesslon at Malolos, has
passsdl 0 vote of confidence In Agul-
naldo nod authorized him 1o make war
on the Americans whenever he may
deom It advisable.

“Greneril Obis gave
tlon to the people
[slands enry in January,
himsell as Miltary Governor
gave oul impression tlml it
intention of the United States to annes
the Phillppines. In responding to this
proclamation, Aguinaldo protested to
Goneral Otls calling himself Military
Governor of the Philippines. Our Pros.
Ment solemnly proclalmed that he did
not plice himself under any oblligation
Lo acknowledge the soveraignty of Am-
erica in our beloved soil, either i
Singapore, Hongkong or the Philip-
pines, On the contrary Aguinaldo in-
slsts that e was given to uaderstand
by Admiral Dewey and General Mer-
ritt that the purpose of the Unived
States In waging war agalost the Span-
lords was to give the Filipinos their
freedom  and independence

“Aguinaldo in his second proclivma-
tion, in which be declares firmiy for
whsolute independence or death, glves
In detall hig side of the present con-
troveray, The proclamation was
dressed to all foreign natlons and stat-
wl in positive terms that if hostillties
began. the United States nlone was to
Mame. This document created much
excltement throughout Manila and all
the provinees,™
